“If the Rov, Alfred Clookman, formerly of Philadelphia,
But now stationed st Grace Chareh, Wilmington, one of
the most magnificont adifices of the kind in ths coantry,
wore torise in his elegant pulpit and hall whisper an in
timation that ho rogarded lh--_ whipping-post as alightly
out of its propar place in tha midet of & psople profoessin
to have surretidered themselves to the christianizing n:l‘|
rolining influences of the gospel, the ochanoes are that he
would, in tarn, receive very lond intimations feom the oe
onpants of the lnxurions front pews that he had seriously
imﬁirnd hin prospocts of uselulness in Lhat partioular ield
of labor,"”

Now, alr, such scurridlons Innuendo, cast at a man
whose volee I8 ever, In the pulpit and out of it, ralsed
in fearlesa denunciation of cruelty, wrong, and in-
Justioe of every shade, and against n congregation
nine-tenths of whom stand with him shonlder to
shoulder in his advanced ldeas of liberty and pro-
gresa, 18 a shame to the man who wrote |8, and it 18
oharity to him to suppose him utterly ignorant of
the people upon whom he comments #o unjustly,
getting his text, perhaps, from some of the very,
very few in this community, whom “lean-visaged
envy"” prompts to such uncharitable and unjust in-
sinustions, TruTH.

In answer to the above mild<tempered attack
npon our correspondent, we present his own re-
sponse, ns follows: —

By a very dexterous nse of the scissora the “truth-
ful” gentleman who is a member of Grace Charch
has contrived to gelect 4 passage from my letter of
last Saturday, which, taken by itaelf, may be con-
tortad into a refiection upon the Rev, Alfred Cook-
man, Nothing was farther from my Intention in
writing the sentence quoted by ““Truth ;" and when
the whole paragraph I8 read consecutively, nobody
but 8 model Delaware Christian could ao contort it
a8 to cause any reflection upon Mr, Cookman, whom
1 know, from frequent attendanze upon his pulpit
ministrations in this city, to be “a man whose volee
{8 ever, in the pulpit and out of it, raised in fearless
denunciation of cruelty, wrong, and (njustice of every
Bhade,”

Yot 1 was informed, on authority which I ehose to
regard as reliable, and still 5o regard, that Mr. Cook-
man has not yet had a word to say about the Deln-
ware system of justice, 1 do not and cannnt belleve
that he las become an advocate or apologlst of the
pillory and the lash, and do not regard his silence
in the pulpit aa proof of ik Bot I am assured that a
very large proportion of Mr, Cookman's congregi-
tion are flery advocates of the lnstruments of tor-
tore, and *Truth” himsell confesses that one-tenth
of the congregation are a little lukewarm when they
are snmmoned to stand shoulder to shoulder with
thelr pastor “in his advanced ldeas of Hberty and
progress.” One-tenth of a congregation, even In
guch an elegant structure as that in which the
Grace Church people worship, conld create a grent
deal of “unpleasantness,” in case they had oceasion
to listen to the promulgation of views upon the sul-
ject of “wolloping niggers and mean white people”
not entirely in harmony with their own. Two and
two, when put together in the usual way, generally
make four, and the people of Grace Church are to
he themselves the judges of what sort of doctrines
they will listen to, and what sort of doctrines they
will not listen to,

The case of Grace Church was cited by me merely
to (lustrate the point which I mmde in my New
Castle letter, and which no man who subscribes him-
self ““T'ruth” can gainsay, even by the freest use of
guch words ad “sourrility,” "breach of gentility and
truth,” and “shame,” that it i8 not only respectable
and Christian to advocate the whipping-post and the
pillory in Delaware, but intensely respectable and
Christian to do so. Moreover, when a newspapor
correspondent drops down npon Delaware from Phi-
Indelphin or New York, and touches up the beastly
geenes enacted every gl months In the jall-yard at
New Castle, In colors approaching the trath, he
meets with a reception at the hands of the venerable
antedilnvian Christians of that locality whioh is quite
the reverse of hospitable. Prima facie he |8 a “lying
carpet-bagger,” and a prima facle casells generally
gatlsfactory to 4 Delaware jury, who do not care to
trouble themselves about details of evidence, espe-
¢inlly when these details might operate against their
prejudices, and place their devotions at the shrine of
st. Pillory in & rather unenviable light

In conclusion, T will commend to the attention of
““Truth" the following extract from a recent number
of the New York Methodist;—

“Whipping Is an economieal punishment, inasmuoch as
it saves exponse of & decent jail.  And so tho pegro
man or wench who steals a ham or robs a hen.roost must
be licerated with the sheriff's ‘cat-o’-ninetaile' We have
ourselves seen a white man sentenced in Dolawars for lar-
cony to imprisonment and thirty-nine lashes. And yet the
judge was & gentleman and a Ulrimian, and seemed un

f the barbarity of the law which he adminis
Yes, rebuild the pillory ! but the culprit who wil
ast, and always aspectacle to the coun
try, will be—Delaware.”
